Continuation of 3. NOTE: The new claim language "consisting essentially of was never considered prior to the final rejection and 
therefore raises a new issue, and furthermore applicants have not established how the components argued to be excluded by applicants' 
instant amendment would have a material effect on the currently claimed composition. Finally, the currently proposed amendment 
presents four additional claims without canceling a corresponding amount, therefore the new claims will not be entered. 



Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants state that the binder portion of 
Bradford et al is not the same as claimed, however this argument is based on an amendment which will not be entered. Further, 
applicants assert that one would not arrive at the same claimed polymer architecture based on the disclosure of Bradford et al, because 
Bradford et al only teaches mono-functional capped amino groups, which would therefore result in the loss of poly-functionality, a feature 
desired in cross-linking compounds. The examiner would like to point out in paragraph [0067] of Bradford et al that the oxazolidine 
compounds react with polyisocyanates that have tri or allophanate functionality, therefore after the capped amino compound has reacted 
with said polyisocyanate, free NCO groups are still present. 
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
